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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. The Amendment, filed on June 23, 2005, has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. 

2. Cancellation of claims 8 and 16 has been entered. 

3. Addition of claims 19-24 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-7, 9-15 and 17-24 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The references of the Prior Art of Record fail to teach or suggest the combination of the 
limitations as set forth in independent claims 1,9, 10, 17, 18 and 19, and specifically comprising 
the limitation of a gap being formed between each narrow tube portion and each electrode, and a 
length of each electrode is in a range of (0.041P + 0.5) mm to (0.41P + 8.0) mm inclusive, 
wherein "P" represents a lamp power in W, and the lamp power is 70W to 400W inclusive. 

Regarding claims 2-7, 11-15 and 20-24, the claims are allowable for their dependency 
status from claims 1, 9, 10, 17, 18 and 19. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
